Elba Power Dam back on line generating electricity

After more than 30 years, the 
Elba Dam is back on line and gener- 
ating electrical power. 

Two men’s dream is finally being 
realized and the flowing water of 
Pea River is once again turning a tur- 
bine producing electricity. 

Ben Ammons and Yosse Blenn 
have worked long and hard rebuild- 
ing what many have said could never 
be rebuilt. In the past, several others 
tried but none were successful, 

However, there was one individ- 
aul, who this writer remembers well, 
who told everyone who would listen, 
and even some who would not, that 
the Elba Dam could be made to 
work agin, That individual was Rob- 
ert “Bob” Folsom, 

It is a shame that Bob is not alive 
today to hear the hum originating 
from the Elba Dam. He would cer- 
tainly be saying. “I told you so!” 

On Wednesday afternoon, April 
9, at approximately 2:00 p.m., Am- 
mons threw the switch that put the 
power generator on line with AEC 
(Alabama Elecric Cooperative). 


The smallest of three generators 
is now in operation and is producing 
between 210 to 250 kilowatts per 
hour, Putting this in perspective, it 
takes approximately 1 kw per hour 
to supply an average size home with 
electricity, 

Ammons and Blenn certainly 
agree that the restoration of the dam 
has been, and continues to be, a 
leaming experience. 

There have been a few “minor 
bugs” to work out on the turbine, 
generator and power control panel; 
however, the generator is working 
well, 

The two men will now begin to 
focus their attention on getting the 
two larger generators into working 
condition, Each of the larger units 
will produce about twice the electri- 
cal power as the small one. 

Although Ben would not give a 
specific time frame for getting the 
large generators on-line, he hopes to 
have at least ‘one working in less 
than a year. 

“There are a lot of unknowns in 
this type work,” he said. 

Ammons purchased the dam from 


the City of Elba in 1992 for 
$125,000 and began the long, hard 
process of putting it back into work- 
ing condition, 


“You don’t just go out and pur- § 


chase parts for generators and tur- 
bines placed into operation in early 
1920,” said Ammons, 

“Tust finding a place to start was 
quite a chore,” he said. 

According to Blenn, parts and 
pieces that can't be found in salvage 
yards have to be made. 

The old power house had deterio- 
rated, paris and pieces of the old 
generators had rusted or were miss- 
ing all together, and the canal feed- 
ing the dam had filled in and had 
trees growing in it, 

Also, a lot of work has been done, 
and will be done, to the dam itself, 

Work on the dam was progressing 
well in 1994 until July when high 
water once again struck and slowed 
the work-in-progress, 

Everything that has been done, 
and will be done, to the dam has to 
meet regulations set forth by the 
Federal Energy Regulatory Commis- 
sion (FERC).

Jury finds Enterprise man 
guilty of attempted murder 


An Enterprise man has been 
found guilty of attempted murder, 

Clarence Whiie, of Enterprise, 
was convicted of attempted murder 
by an Enterprise Division jury late 
Wednesday afternoon, April 16, 

He is scheduled to be sentenced 
by Circuit Judge Thomas E, Head, 
it on Thursday (TODAY), April 24, 
at 9:00 a.m, in Enterprise.

The “Children First” Plan is a 
Critical step to resolving Alabama’s 
discipline and crime problems. 
Every year, politicians rebuke 
crime and violence. Rhetoric is 
soothing to the ears of voters, but 
only action mends the conscious. 

“Children First” is about action. 
Alabama teachers have spoken 
loudly that discipline is their num- 
ber one concern. For decades, 
youth violence has paralyzed a 
countless number of students’ 
learning ability, has jeopardized the 
health and safety of thousands of 
citizens and has put many of our 
young people in the crosshairs of 
death and social decadence. 

Let us heed the call of our teach- 
ers, who we entrust with our chil- 
dren five days a week, and let us

Biblical hope 


Ps, 33:18-19 - “Behold, the eye of the Lord is upon them that fear him, 
upon them that hope in His mercy; to deliver their soul from death, 
and to keep themalive in famine.” 

By its very nature, hope concerns the future. However, it involves much 
more than a mere desire or wish for something in the future. Biblical hope 
consists of assurance in the heart, even a firm confidence, concerning future 
things because these things are based on God's promises and revelation. In 
other words, Biblical hope is linked inseparably with a firm faith and a con- 
fident trust in God. Consequently, the sure hope of the believer is a hope 
that “maketh not ashamed,” does not disappoint us as empty promises. 

_ Hope then is an anchor for the believer in the midst of life, The founda- 
tion for the believer's confident hope derives from the nature of God, of Je- 
sus Christ, and of God’s Word. Scripture reveals how God proves Himself 
mightily on behalf of His people. 

The full revelation of the new covenant in Jesus Christ providess even 
more reason for a confident hope in God. For believers, the Son of God 
came to destroy the works of the devil (I John 3:8). By casting out dernoris 
during His earthly ministry, Jesus demonstrated His power over Satan. 
Moreover, by His death and resurrection He shattered the power of Satan’s 
realm and exhibited the power of God’s kingdom. Jesus is therefore called 
our hope; we must set our hope on Him through the power of the Holy Spir- 
it. 

God's Word is a basis of hope. God revealed His Word through holy 
prophets and apostles of old, whom He inspired by the Holy Spirit to write 
without error. Since His Word is forever fixed in the heavens, we must 
piety A bere our hope in that Word. In fact, everything that we know 
about God and Jesus Christ is revealed in the infallible Scriptures. 

With such great promises in store for those who hope in God and in His 
Son Jesus, Peter admonishes us: “Be ready always lo give an answer to eve- 
ry man that asketh you a reason of the hope that is in you.” (I Peter 3:15)

AHSAA council votes down 
proposal to end spring drills 


The Legislative Council of the 
Alabama High School Athletic As- 
sociation held its annual spring 
meeting on March 19 and gave its 
approval to three of the 23 pro- 
posals presented by its member 
schools. 

The proposals receiving approv- 
al were as follows: 

***That clock operators for bas- 
ketball garnes must have a clock 
operators card from the state that 
will be checked by game officials 
at the beginning of each garne; 

***That any student that trans- 
fers to a member school and re- 
ceives any financial aid shall re- 
main ineligible for one year at that 
»school; 

***and, that junior high age stu- 
dents at a K-9 feeder school that 
feeds only one high school will be 
allowed to participate in junior var- 
sity athletics at that high school, if 
that sport is not offered at the feed- 
er school. 

Kinston High School presented 
a proposal to discontinue spring 
football training for classes 1A, 2A 
and 3A. It was argued that the larg- 
er classifications could continue to 
play because of a larger pool of ath- 
letes, and that spring sports and stu- 
dent-athletes in smaller schools are 
handicapped due to the fact that a 
srnall nurnber of student-athletes at- 
tempt to participate in spring train- 
ing football, baseball and/or other 
spring sports. 

The council voted down the pro- 
posal by a vote of 25-7, while 
member schools had already voted 
against the proposal by a vote of 
158-92.

In 1966, AEC determined it was 
no longer economically feasible to 
maintain the dam and it was shut 
down, 

Ownership of the dam, and the 
surrounding property, was trans- 
ferred to the City of Elba. Several 
ideas were considered by city offi- 
cials to develop the property but 
nothing was ever done, 

On two different occasions, the 
dam was leased to private companies 
promising to restore it and place it 
back into operation supplying power 
to Elba; however, neither company 
was successful, 

Mr. Ammons, a native of North 
Carolina, has always been interested 
in power dams, After he retired, he 
began his search for a dam. 

Prior to his retirement, Ammons 
was a commercial pilot (captain) for 
Eastern Airlines flying for twenty- 
five years. In fact, he flew the last 
plane to fly under the Eastern banner 
back to Atlanta. 

Ben stated that he tried to fine a 
small dam to purchase in his home 
state; however, he was unable to do 
80. 

He remembered seeing a dam on 
the Pea River while flying as a crop 
duster pilot in this area during the 
1960's. 

Ammons contacted James Farris, 
a long-time friend and resident of 
Coffee County, who informed him 
of the possibility of purchasing the 
Elba Dam, 

When contacted, city officials 
were reluctant at first about selling 
the facility because of earlier deal- 
m ings, however, they changed their 

minds and Ben had his dam. 

Joining Ammons in his quest to 
restore the dam was Jesse Blenn, 
who has had some experience in this 
t work. He had worked in Latin 
Ainetioa for about 10 years on resto- 
ration of dams similar to the Elba 
Dam. 

Another loyal supporter of Ben’s 
in this project is his wife, Mun (pro- 
nounced Moon). She admits that at 
first, she had her doubts as to wheth- 
er or not the dam would ever work 
again. Mun no longer has that doubt! 

She can be seen picking up trash 
and cleaning up the grounds while 
Ben and Jesse are busy with other

Both Ben and Jesse are still very 
much interested in hearing from any- 
one who knows any history concern- 
ing the dam or has pictures of the 
Elba Power Dam.
